PASSENGERS BLOWN

MEOPHAM, Kent, England, July 
21.—Six persons, including the Vis- 
countess Edgam, a woman of un- 
usual beauty and a close friend 
of the Prince of Wales, plunged to 
death when a mid-air explosion 
tore to shreds an air taxi speeding 
a party of distinguished society 
folk to Croydon from a week-end 
at Le Touquet, France. 

Mrs. Henric Loeffler, another 
woman famed for her beauty and 
the receptions she gave at her 
elaborate home in - Grosvenor 
Square, Mayfair, was a_ victim. 
Mrs. Loeffler’s receptions - were 
among the most important events 
of the London society season. 

The Marquis of Dufferin and Ava 
and Sir Edward Ward, who moved 
in the same exclusive’ circles; 
Lieutenant-Colonel George L. P. 
Henderson, an airman with a fine 
flying record, the plane’s chief 
pllot and Charles Shearing, 28 years 
old, assistant pilot, completed the 
death role. Henderson was breath- 
ing when ‘villagers reached his side 
but died in a doctor's office, 

Late this afternoon this pictur- 
esque hamlet-four miles south of 
Gravesend was startled by a roar 
in the sky and a terrific detona- 
tion. Villagers who looked sky- 
ward saw the Junkers plane, a 
machine owned by the Henderson 
Flying School, and lent to the Wal- 
cot Air Lines, Limited, suddenly 
fly into bits. 

The bodies of all of the occu- 
pants hurtled earthward and fell 
in a cluster in a garden next to a 
cottage. 

Flung About for Yards. 

The rest of the outfit, wings, en- 
gine and cabin, were flung about 
for hundreds of yards. 

Today’s crash was one of the 
worst disasters in the history of 
British commercial aviation, be- 
cause of the prominence of its vic- 
tims as well as their number. It 
followed closely upon another 
grewsome tragedy of the air which 
occurfed on July 7 when a Ger- 
man Dornier-Wal flying boat in 
the Steppin - Kalmar - Stockholm 
service was forced down in the 
Baltic near Bornholm and broke 
into bits in a stormy sea. In that 
disaster two Americans lost their 
lives, Dr. John L. Burkholder of 
Mount Pleasant, Pa., and Miss 
Ruth Patricia Northrup of Phila- 
delphia, whose pody was found 
last week. 

A queer feature of today’s acci- 
dent wus the finding of one of the 
plane’s wings fully two miles from 
the scene where the bodies and en- 
gine came down. 

During attempts to identify Lady 
Ednam. it was recalled that Lord 
and Lady Ednam’s 7-year-old son 
was killed on the Chelsea embank- 
ment in London last December 
when he was crushed under a truck 
while riding his bicycle. 

The machine had left the air- 
drome at Berck, near Le Tou- 
quet, at 1 p. m. J 

Sir Edward was the leader in 
the comfort of American troops in 
the war. He was the organizer of 
the “fireside friendship” movement 
in England for the United States 
flying fighters, 

Investigators learned that all of 
the passengers, well known to one 
another, had spent a week-end at 
the gay French resort. Lord Duf- 
ferin and Sir Edward had _ been 
staying over the week-end at Mrs. 
Loeffler’s villa. Lady Ednam was 
paying a visit to London after at- 
tending her sick: husband at Le 
Touquet. She had not originally 
booked a place in the plane, but 
finding at the last minute that 
there was a vacant seat had de- 
cided to make the journey.

of Bethlehem Steel Corporation, he

& Tube Co. to Bethlehem. 

The bonus was in addition to the 
stipulated $12,900 annugl salary 
which he testified las week he re- 
celved regularly.

Eaton 
interests, opposed to the merger 
of the Youngstown and Bethlehem 
companies, sought the testimony 
in support of their contention that 
the Bethlehem company paid Grace 
unwarranted amounts, and that 
these amounts were fraudulently 
concealed from the stockholders of 
the Youngstown company when 
they ratified the merger last April. 

Tells of Bonus. 

An objection by defense attor- 
neys to the question about Grace’s 
bonus was considered over the 
week-end by Judge David G. Jen- 
kins and overruled shortly after 
court opened today. The court 
held that, inasmuch as Grace tes- 
tifled hig present bonus arrange- 
ment had been in effect for the 
last five and one-half years, he 
would be allowed to state the 
amount ; 

Grace then testified that since 
19825 he has received a bonus of 
2.319 per cent of the net earnings 
after fixed charges, less an amount 
equal to the annual preferred divi- 
dend, but before depreciation. The 
earnings of Bethlehem were $49,- 
090,000 in 1929, making his bonus 
$1,623,753.

He explained that if earnings 


were low he was entitled only to a 
bonus of one-half of one per cent, 
but explained that since 1925 earn- 
ings had been high enough to per- 
mit the 3.319 per cent. 

Explains Grace’s Interest. 

Guther Day of Cleveland, chief 
of the Eaton attorneys, charged 
that Grace financed a loan of 
$500,000 to Pickands, Mather & 
Co., ore firm, to buy Youngstown 
(‘o, stock prior to the merger rati- 
fication. 

“Grace’s bonus Would be 
creased by the acquiring of 
Youngstown Sheet & Tube,” he 
said. “Youngstown stockholders 
are entitled to all facts, conditions 
and details in regard to this.”

After that his testimonp con- 
cerned negotiationg leading up to 
the merger. He stated his first 
discussion about a merger with the 
Youngstown company was with 
Charles M. Schwab, chairman of 
the Bethlehem company. 

The first time he talked to any- 
one connected with the Youngs- 
town company, he said, was dur- 
ing a trip to ore reserves of the 
Northwest in 1926 or 1927, with 
James A. Campbell, chairman, and 
H. G. Dalton, director of Youngs- 
town, present. 

The combination of the two com- 
panies, he said, would have cre- 
ated a billion dollar corporation 
and placed it in a position for 
more efficient competition with 
the United States Steel Corpora- 
tion.

The decision on when 
they will land rests with the men 
in the air and will depend, they 
have said, on the ruggedness of the 
ship and motor. 

“We're not figuring on hours 
this time,” O’Brine said shortly 
before the flight. “We're plan- 
ning to figure it in weeks. If any- 
thing should go wrong, we'll land, 
make repairs and start all over 
again right away.”

F. Wagner 
(Dem.), New York, whose col- 
league, Copeland, has been an out- 
standing opponent of the London 
naval treaty, came out for its rati- 
fication today in one of the most 
thoughtful speeches of the long 
debate. 

Though he regarded it as a 
“feeble” treaty, falling far short 
of the high hopes raised by the 
advance statements of President 
Hoover, Wagner said the failure to 
ratify it would “multiply those 
seeds of war of which there is 
ever a surplus.” He weighed the 
arguments pro and con and 
reached the conclusion that “the 
balance of advantage is on the side 
of the treaty.” 

“America, leader in the pursuit 
of peace,” he summed up, “should 


not refuse to join an effort to- 
wards its realization.” 
Wagner said the Senate had 


been diverted from the real issue 
and into a discussion of technicali- 
ties by the skill of Senator John- 
son of California. 

‘We have been faced with the 
anomalous situation that the de- 
bate in the Senate has been cor- 
nered by those who want big 
navies and bigger navies,” he said. 

Wagner said that the people with 
reason to be disappointed in the 
treaty were not the opponents of 
reduction but those who had hoped 
for a real achievement in limita- 
tion. By the standards which the 
President and his spokesmen had 
laid down, continued the Senator,

SHOT BY YOUNG ASSASSIN 


Dr. Constantine Angelesecu, Acting 
Minister of Interior Seriously 
Wounded in Bacharest.

BUCHAREST, Rumania, June 
21.— Dr. Constantin Angelescu, act- 
ing Minister of the Interior in 
place of Dr. A. Vaidavoevod, today 
was shot and gravely wounded by a 
youthful student who invaded his 
office and fired two revolver shots 
into his body. 

The condition of the 
was said to be precarious. 

Dr. Angelescu who headed a 
special Rumanian mission to the 
United States in 1917, in the capac- 
ity of Rumanian Minister to Wash- 
ington, long occupied a high posi- 
tion in the Bucharest Government. 
He had been Minister of Public In- 
struction, Minister of the Interior 
and of Public Works and was a 
conspicuous figure throughout the 
war.

WASHINGTON, July 
dent Hoover expects to make pub- 
lic , this week or early next week 
the itinerary and date for starting 
upon his Western vacation trip. It 
is thought the Chief Executive will 
be able to leave by Aug. 10, to be 
gone probably until the first week 
in September. 

The President has definitely de- 
cided to carry through hig original 
desire to make the most extensive 
stop at Glacier Park in Montana 
near the international line. Mr. 
Hoover expects to spend about a 
week in Glacier Park, stopping at 
two Madison Chalets on Medicine 
Lake. Fighting trout of the Cut- 
throat and Rainbow species weigh- 
ing up to two and one-half pounds 
abound jn the lake, while around 
the President will be some of the 
most beautiful scenery in the West. 

Glacier Park is split by the Con- 
tinental Divide. The lodge where 
the Chief Executive will stop is 
close under the east side of the 
range, looking— up four or five 
thousand feet té snow-covered 
peaks. From the park entrance. to 
the lodge he will travel by motor 
over the Blackfeet highway, tra- 
versing the Blackfeet Indian reser- 
vation. 

Leaving Glacier, the party will 
move southward to Yellowstone 
Park, probably by motor. While 
Mr. Hoover hopes to spend al- 
most as much time in Yellowstone, 
he does not expect to settle down 
in one spot. Five days are re- 
quired to tour the park, so the 
President will have little time for 
fishing.

Prophets Made Fight on Drugs 
in Biblical Days. 
By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, July 21.—The “in- 
cense” used at the altars of the 
early religionists was not incense 
at all, a University of Chicago 
journal said today, but narcotics. 
Prof. Allen H. Godbey of Duke 
University concluded that narcotics 


are far earlier in human experi- 
ence than bread, and that the 
bizarre visions and frenzies of the 
narcotic-crazed ancients were ac- 
cepted as revelations from their 
gods. 

Hebrew prophets who opposed 
incepse rituals of their time were 
not simply championing monothe- 
ism, but were making a fight 
against narcotics that civilization is 
still carrying on, Godbey said. 

Comparing the discovery of alco- 
hol to that of incense, he writes: 

“Some plutocrat of Paleolithic 
days, having one day gathered more 
berries than he could eat, stored 
the residue in a convenient con- 
tainer. Returning a few days later, 
he devoured the fermented mass 
and speedily saw things of whose 
existence he had not known. So 
alcohol, the assembler of spirits, 
was promptly enthroned as one of 
religion’s greatest gods, and still 
resists the efforts of religion and 
science to oust him.’’ 


U. $. RESEARCH ON EFFECTS 
OF REFRIGERATOR GASES 


Health Service Finds Fumes Deadly 
- Only in Case of Long 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, July 21.—Gases 
used in household refrigerators to- 
day were said by the United States 
Public Health Service t6 be dan- 
gerous only in cases of lengthy ex- 
posure to concentrated vapors. A 
service report based on recent ex- 
periments with guinea pigs said 
that for single exposures and pe- 
riods of an hour or more the tox- 
icity of ethylene dichloride is com- 
parable to the effects of gasoline, 
benzine, carbon tetrachloride and 
chloroform. , 

Warning, the report said, is fur- 
nished by the distinct odor of the 
refrigerator gas, and danger symp- 
toms are produced by relatively 
safe concentrations. / 

In cases of death caused by ex- 
posure to the gas, the Public 
Health Service said, lung lesions 
are the greatest causative factor. 
Summarizing the physiological re- 
sponse noted in the guinea pigs, it 
showed that no serious results were 
obtained in exposure to concentra- 
tions of 6 per cent for five minutes, 
1.7 per cent for 10 minutes, 0.4 per 
cent for 30 minutes, 9.° per cent 
for two hours, or 9.11 per cent for 


‘eight hours. 


NOT INCLUDING SOVIET RUSSIA 


Official Figures Compiled by U. S. 
Commerce Department; Germany 
and England Lead. 

WASHINGTON, July 21.—The 
number of unemployed in Europe, 
excluding soviet Russia, is estimat- 
‘ed officially at about 5,000,000. 

R. M. Stephenson, Commerce 
Department agent who made up 
the figures from official reports of 
20 nations, commented that it was 
probable that general adoption of 
Government relief measures, great- 
er preoccupation of governments 
with welfare work than in pre-war 
years, all combined to exaggerate 
the appearance of unemployment. 

“It can be pointed out that, while 
unemployment is greater now than 
in the pre-war period,” he said, 
“that so also is employment.” 

France had by far the least un- 
employment, while English and 
German figures were about around 
2,000,000 each. Unemployment re- 
lief cost Germany last year $306,- 
000,000, it was added, while the 
English payments of unemploy- 
ment insurance, without counting 
relief expenditures, amounted to 
$260,000,000. 


PHILIPPINE SENATE OPPOSED 
TO NICHOLAS ROOSEVELT 


Adopts Resolution Against His 
Confirmation as Vice-Governor 
of Islands.

MANILA, July 21.—The Philip- 
pine Senate today unanimously 
adopted a resolution protesting 
against the nomination by Presi- 
dent Hoover of Nicholas Roosevelt 
as Vice-Governor of the islands. 

The resolution cited portions of 
his book, “The Philippines, a Trea- 
ure and Problem,” and charged 
Roosevelt was prejudiced against 
the Filipinos. 

Quick action was taken by the 
Senate in an effort to forestall 
Roosevelt’s confirmation by the 
United States Senate. The House 
also is expected to adopt the reso- 
lution. | f

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BOMBAY, 
Hymns of spite, designed to encour- 
age the expansion of the in- 
dependence struggle, are replac- 
ing the prayer services which the 
Hindus observe the first thing every 
morning. 

The movement, started in the 
densely populated centers of Bom- 
bay, is now being carried into the 
rural districts as well as into the 
towns and villages. 

The hymn singers start out in 
groups about 5 a. m. daily, and go 
from one block to another, singing 
in front of houses. Tenements and 
flats, in which a large part 
of the Bombay Indians live, are 
particularly sought. The songs are 
sung somewhat in a chant by those 
of the Congress party who are able 
to read the words in the booklets 
which Congress has been printing 
in great numbers. These books are 
distributed throughout the country 
freely. 

Standing in the streets, the sing- 
ers urge housewives, their hus- 
bands and all the members of fam- 
ilies to join in these early morning 
rounds. The groups gain in num- 
bers as the singing continues. They 
awaken sleepers as they chant verse 
after verse about Gandhi and all he 
has done and is attempting in his 
campaign to “free India.”’ 

Another verse begins: 

“Dawn has come—get 
beds!” - 

The whole song is started in the 
vernacular. Another stanza starts:

| HAMILTON FISH’S RED CRUSADE. 
A congressional committee, under the chairman- 
ship of Representative Hamilton Fish, fs at work 


States. What the occasion for this investigation is 
no one, and that includes the committee, seems to 
know. Already, one of its by-products is a proposal to 
create a force of Federal police, though several kinds 
of Federal police. plus an army of under-cover men, 
spies, sngopers and agents provocateurs, are now in 
existencé, The new force, for lack of something to 
do, would soon turn to terrorizing citizens whose po- 
litical and economic beliefs were not gospel accord- 
ing to Hamilton Fish and the remainder of the red 
baiters. Besides, the establishment of such a band 
of Federal polizei would be another invasion of state 
sovereignty, the states being given the police power 
under the Federal Constitution. 

There have been numerous red investigations since 
the war, and they have all been futile because, as any 
sensible person knows, this country is in no dan- 
ger whatever of capitulating to communism. Some 
of the probes, however, have had vicious results. We 
have in mind, among others, the famous Lusk inves- 
tigation conducted by a committee of the New ‘York 
Legislature. If this country ever witnessed a re- 
vival of medievalism, it did so in the Lusk report. 
One of its most noted recommendations was for the 
expulsion of five Socialist Assemblymen, duly elected 
from New York City in 1919. The ground for this 
action was that the Socialists held views with which 
Senator Lusk and his colleagues could not agree. 

Among the many eminent men enraged by the 
committee’s recommendation was Charles _Evans 
Hughes, whom no one ever accused of being a red 
lover. Hughes volunteered, unsuccessfully, to act as 
counsel for the men and induced the New York City 
Bar Association to pass a resolution condemning ex- 
pulsion of the Socialists because of their political and 
economic beliefs. Nevertheless, by overwhelming 
votes and in defiance of all principles of constitution- 
al government, to say nothing of considerations of 
common decency, the men were kicked out of the 
Legislature. 

Another product of the Lusk committee was a sheaf 

of hysterical ‘legislation, providing, among other 
things, that members of political parties would be in- 
eligible for public office in New York State if the 
principles of sueh parties were found by court deci- 
sions to run counter to the principles of the United 
States Government. Gov. Smith vetoed the bills. Two 
other Lusk bills ef objectionable character were 
signed by Gov. Miller, Smith’s successor. In Smith’s 
successful campaign of 1922 against Miller, the for- 
mer strongly attacked the measures and, after he took 
office, they were repealed. 
It begins to look as though the history of the Lusk 
committee were to be repeated by the Fish commit- 
tee. If so, it means we are in for another long siege 
of attacks upon free constitutional government. That 
they will be repulsed in the long run we feel con- 
fident. Still, it does seem a waste of time and money 
for a congressional committee to go about fighting 
windmills and conjuring up bogies, especially when 
so many really important problems are pressing for 
solution. 
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IN THE OGOPOGO SEASON. 
Some fishermen had a narrow escape the other 
day in a Canadian lake when their boat was upset 
by a fierce ogopogo, as they said the beast was 
called. Specific description of the monster was lack- 
ing, but one gathers that it was like a whale in bulk 
and had enough tentacles for an army corps of octopi. 
There will be no excursion of scientists to the re- 
mote lake, however, for the savants have learned 
that hot weather invariably brings out the sea ser- 
pents and other henchmen of the ogopogo gang. A 
sea captain any of these sizzling days is likely to re- 
port excitedly that somewhere off the coast he 
bumped into a great spiny creature half a mile long, 
with wings like a pterodactyl’s, long purple horns 
and a horse’s head the size of a bungalow, emitting 
steam from its nostrils and shrieking like a fire 
chief’s siren. When this news arrives, the scientists 
will glance at the thermometer, sigh reminiscently 
and go right on studying the parasites of the amoeba. 
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“ALONE AT LAST.” 

A recent contributor to the letter column on this 
page finds fault with the Municipal Opera. After 
patting the opera on its back for its first “four or 
five” productions the correspondent turns to the 
operetta, “Alone at Last”, compliments its music and 
then says that “all through the week the people on 
the stage seemed to be under a spell. They forgot 
their lines and stumbled through their parts, and in 
general displayed a listless, ‘don’t-care’ spirit.” 

The wonder is not that the company appeared to 
be listless, but that they did not appear to be more 
listless, yes, hardly conscious. The book of the opera 
was a miserable affair, lacking in humor, satire or 
dramatic effect. The high point of the piece was 
supposedly the rescue of a young woman from the top 
of the Jungfrau, and it left the audience as cold as is 
the mountain peak itself. Such banal lines cannot 
but leave their effect on the actors. And any actor 
not intelligent enough to realize the book’s weakness, 
certainly would not be intelligent enough to-do justice 
to any role. The human machine can only be driven 
a certain distance. 

This year’s Municipal Opera has been so great an 
improvement over the operas in the past that it is 
obviously unfair to attack the organization for a 
failure that was not its own doing. The personnel 
and the direction at Forest Park this year are quite 
as good as those found in the best New York pro- 
ductions, not as they come to St, Louis, but on Broad- 
way.

As an exponent of the League of 
Nations idea, the name of Ludwig Stein belongs with 
those of Woodrow Wilson and Jan Christiaan Smuts. 

THE TRICK THAT FAILED. 

Danger that Nebraska’s Republican primary of Aug. 
12 would be a meaningless farce instead of an open 
and fair expression of the voters’ wishes has been 
averted. Equally important, an attempt to knife Sena- 
tor George W. Norris by a contemptible political trick 
has failed. Judge Goss of the Nebraska Supreme 
Court in ruling that the name of Grocer George 
W. Norris shall not appear on the ballots has ended 
the underhanded attempt of Senator Norris’ enemies 
to confuse Republican voters by running a candidate 
with a name identical to his own. 

The political dodge was nearly successful. Only the 
fact that Grocer Norris’ papers were received after 
the period for filing had expired, although mailed 
within the time limit, made his disqualification pos- 
sible. Secretary of State Marsh had ruled in his 
favor, against the advice of the Attorney-General. 
Marsh’s decision further helped along the plot, 
whether designedly or not, by providing that the 
two candidates could not be identified by printing 
their addresses on the ballots. The voters would not 
have known which Norris they were voting for, nor 
would the election judges have known which man 
got the votes. 

Grocer Norris has disappeared since filing his 
papers, and no one still believes that he was a gen- 
uine candidate. Only the accident of delay in mail- 
ing his papers caused the scheme to fail. If, as the 
Secretary of State inferred, Nebraska officials were 
powerless to prevent the subterfuge, it is high time 
for the State’s election laws to be revised to guard 
against another such attempt to trick the voters. 
‘Chairman Nye of the Senate Campaign Investigating 
Committee has started an inquiry into the scheme, 
and it is hoped light will be shed on the identity of 
those who induced Grocer Norris to enter the race. 

Judge Goss’ ruling makes it unnecessary for Sen- 
ator Norris to run as an independent, the sole al- 
ternative left to him if the crafty stratagem of his 
political enemies had been upheld. An arduous cam- 
paign would have been necessary to acquaint the voters 
with the fact that their veteran Senator’s name did 
not appear on the Republican ballot, and Norris has 
never had the financial backing or the organization 
suited to such an up-hill task. 

More than likely. the division of votes between 
the two Norrises would have meant victory for 
State Treasurer Stebbins, Norris’ most formidable 
opponent, a reactionary. Even if elected as an in- 
dependent, Senator Norris would have been a heavy 
loser. He would doubtless have been deprived of 
his seniority rights and his position on important 
committees, including chairmanship of the Judiciary 
Committee, where he has fought the fight of liberal- 
ism for so many years. 

Never have the Senate and the nation needed 
George W. Norris more than now. His personal in- 
tegrity, progressive views and clear thinking have 
made him an outstanding figure. His stand against 
corruption in senatorial primaries and elections, his 
part in the Teapot Dome and Continental Trading Co. 
disclosures, his opposition to the Parker nomination, 
his battle to preserve Muscle Shoals for the public, 
have béen powerful aids to the cause of popular gov- 
ernment and major obstacles to the efforts of pred- 
atory economic interests. For this reason the forces 
of reaction have been arrayed against him. Their 
attempted coup in his home State fortunately has 
failed, but Norris must continue to fight.

leaders ceased their educational efforts 
on behalf of temperance. When they awoke 
to the realization that the battle was not 
over, they set to work on the question of 
law enforcement. As a result, the major 
battle is now being waged, not on whether 
prohibition is a good thing, or the will of 
the people as a whole, but whether the law 
can or ought to be enforced. We have 
clouded the main issue. 

Whether prohibition is a good thing or 
not depends a good deal on the alternatives. 
Let us consider the alternatives. 

There is of course the return to the open 
saloon, which offers the fullest personal lib- 
erty to the individual who wants to sell or 
buy liquor. Strangely enough, almost no- 
body advocates the return of the open sa: 
loon, though many people will tell you that 
there is more drinking, more vice, and more 
evil effects from prohibition than were 
found in the days of the open saloon. The 
present generation knows nothing of the 
evils of the saloon. Many of the older gen- 
eration seem to have forgotten. Not only 
were there whole sections of every city 
where no respectable woman dared go, but 
saloon keepers were notorious for their dis- 
regard of law. Selling to minors and the 
maintaining of evil houses in connection 
with the bar, are but @ few of the counts 

inst the old saloon, 

ere are those who advocate the Cana- 
dian system of Government control]. Canada 
is hardly satisfied with her own system. It 
is difficult to believe that the American 
people, whatever their personal thirsts, will 
be willing for our country to go into the 
liquor business, Personally, I saw more 
drunkenness in the streets of Montreal in 
half an hour than I have seen in days in 
any city from New York to San Francisco. 


+ * * 
. Again, local option is advocated. But 


local option presents a greater enforcement 
problem than our present situation. If the 
country as a whole cannot keep liquor from 
crossing the Canadian border, what chance 
would a dry state have when surrounded by 
wet states? ; 
Still others suggest the legalizing of light 
wines and beer, But does any one imagine 
that the people who have grown accus- 
tomed to corn whisky would be satisfied

-with light wines and beer? There would 


hardly be enough kick in them to interest 
the regular drinker. There is no reason 
whatever to suppose that the legalizing of 
wines and beer would stop the bootlegger. 

There has not yet been offered an alter- 
native which has common sense behind it. 
Most of those who advocate modification 
or repeal are not very clear as to what they 
would prefer in place of the present law. 

That the present prohibition law has its 
faults we cannot deny. But it hardly has 
all the faults attributed to it. And we seem 
to be overlooking many of its virtues. Some 
of the statements made by its enemies are 
almost too absurd to state, yet many people 
will solemnly assert their truth. Let us ex- 
amine their propaganda.

hibition. There may be more drinking 
among & certain class of people, though I 
doubt it. But to say that there is actually 
more whisky consumed is manifestly ab- 
surd. To say that all the bootleggers and 
smugglers in the country can get in more 
whisky than thousands of huge breweries 
running full blast is simply silly. 

More young people are drinking than 
ever before, and they couldn’t get it from a 
litensed saloon. The answer is there aren’t, 
and that they could, and did. A national- 
ly known minister told me recently that in 
his own college 30 years ago one fratern- 
ity had to be disbanded because all the 
members but one had been expelled for 
habitual drunkenness. He said then the 
boy who didn’t frequent the corner saloon 
was an exception. He recently visited that 
same college and was told by the president 
that the boy who drinks is now the excep- 
tion. *

More women drink. And so do more 
women smoke, swear, wear scanty bathing 
suits, go to business and play golf. But 
does the prohibition law have anything to 
do with it? Evangeline Booth says 
there is much less drinking on the part 
of the poorer class of women than in the 
old days. The women whe drink are of a 
different class and they do it for the same 
reason that they smoke—for a thrill, to 
demonstrate their “freedom,” because they 
are restiess and have nothing better to do. 
There is no evidence. that prohibition has 
anything to do with it. 

It is responsible for the crime wave! This 
is a good one, But if you want one of the 
basic reasons for the crime wave you must 
go back to the years 1914-18, when the 
whole world told itself that eternally wrong 
things had become right! Hatred, violence, 
lies, murder were sanctioned by church and 
state, and a good many other things were 
condoned. Look to that rather than to 
prohibition when you seek an explanation 
of the crime wave. 

It has caused disrespect of law. There 


: is no reason whatever why the prohibition 


law may not be enforced. Enforcement has 
failed because of lack of public faith in en- 
forcement. Those in high places have con- 
doned lawlessness or regarded it as smart. 
Whén we face the question fairly and 
with all the facts at our disposal, the con- 
clusion becomes clear. The present prohibi- 
tion law is a good law. It has fewer faults 
than any alternative that any one has yet 
suggested. Moreover, prohibition is the de- 
sire of the majority of the American peo- 
ple, Literary Digest polis to the contrary 
notwithstanding. it is a law 
which the highest constituted authority of 
the land is seeking to enforce. Any oné of 
these three facts lifts the prohibition law 
out of the class of “dead” laws. . 
We need a new kind of prohibition prop- 
aganda.: We need to stop our talk of en- 
forcing prohibition merely because it ts a 
law. We need to emphasize the point that 
it should be enforced because it is a good 
law, Moreover, we need to stop our waver.

SUPPOSE everyone who flies 
| from Brussels to the Croyden 

field in England is heartened in 
those sinking and breathless mo- 
ments or fear by Col. Lindbergh’s 
historic achievement. All perhaps 
but the obese and Teutonic word- 
ling who slept. blissfully in our 
Plane from the take off until 
awakened at landing. 

London as usual was under 
murky skies upon our arrival but 
even through the fog one could dis- 
cern that the town, like Paris, has 
gone modernistic. The horseshoe 
circle of the Savoy has been done 
over in the mode as are innumer- 
able shops along Piccadilly and the 
Strand. Everywhere is a rash of 
modernism. 

Far more excellent writers, well, 
a little better anyway, than this 
chronicler, have paid tribute to 
“The Cries of London,” and ___ their 
shrill never loses an appeal. The 
Strand seems to have an extra din 
just now, for hundreds of the un- 
employed are resorting to catch- 
penny schemes along the curbs. 

There was a shock in seeing one 
tattered and grotesque creature 
with elaborate gestures mouthing 
and gulping handful after handful 
of colored tissue pager afterward 
passing the hat “for my starving 
kiddies.”” Yet an hour of cheerless 
unemployment debate in Parlia- 
ment is convincing Britain is 
“treading water.” 

Everybody seems to avoid talk- 
ing directly about the economic 
crisis but everywhere depressing 
poverty rears its hideon head. Such 
as in front of one of the Trafalgar 
Square lions where a beggar, re- 
sembling King George, executes a 
sinister dance to a mouth organ 
tune, rattling a spoon and fork with 
horrid specter-like precision, very 
slow. 

London is a leisurely walking 
town. Before the stores open in 
the morning streets and bridges 
fill with strollers. The London 
merchant coming in from the sub- 
urb alights a station or two away 
from his office door to window 
gaze and. perhaps peep longingly 
at the wet grass green of the em- 
bankment.

HINDENBURG ATTENDS SERVICE 
MARKING RHINELAND RELEASE 


Reads Long Address Declaring Re- 
union of District to Be Best 
Guarantee of Peace. 


By the Associated Press. 
MAYENCE, Germany, July 21.— 


Solemn Thanksgiving services for 
the release of the Rhineland from 
French control were held here yes- 
terday, with President von Hinden- 
burg participating. 

The President attended the 
services at the principtal Protest- 
ant church here and joined heartily 
in the anthem, “Now tnank we all 
our God.” Similar services were 
held at the Catholic Cathedral. 

President Hindenburg read a 
long address afterward at a meet. 
ing in the city hall. He extend- 
ed fraternal greetings to the pop- 
ulation of the Saar region, whose 
steadfastness under the “foreign 
yoke,” he said, deserved the na- 
tion’s gratitude. The reunion of the 
districts to the German Fatherland, 
he declared to be the best guaran- 
tee of European peace. 

At Wiesbaden last night the Pres- 
ident attended a musical entcrtain- 
ment, after which he spent the 
night at the home of Baron Lang- 
werth von Simmern, the German 
Commissioner for the former occu- 
pied regions. The President so far 
has been standing the fatigue of the 
trip well.

MAYOR'S REGAL 


Charles Bowes’ Opponents 
Predict More Than Half 
of Registered Citizens 
Will Go to Polls. | 


BY 8000 MAJORITY 


If Ouster Is Approved, He 
Automatically Will Be a 
Candidate _to Succeed 
Himeelf. 


By the Associated Press. 
DETROIT, Mich. July 21.— 


Amercia’s fourth city- will find out 
tomorrow whether it has changed 
its mind since it elected Charles 
Bowles Mayor last November. 

The question of removing him 
from office will be submitted to the 


468,000 registered voters after two 
weeks of increasingly bitter’ con- 
troversy, in the course of which 
busy hands have dug into political 
skeleton closets of three decades. 
Predictions of the headquarters 
favoring the recall of the Mayor 
are that something like 250,000 of 
these voters will go to the polls. 
The Mayor and his supporters have 
made no guesses as to the size of 
the vote. # 
The question on the ballots 
which will be handed to the voters 
is “shall Charles Bowles Be Called 
From the Office of Mayor of the 
City of Detroit?” The voting is 
simply a “yes” and “no” proposi- 
tion. Above the question on the 
ballot are some 400 other words, 
about equally divided between the 
charges made against the Mceyor 
and a statement written by him. 


If the majority of the votes/ 


cast favor recalling Bowles, 
@ special election to name 
his successor will be held 


within 30 days. In the meanwhile 
he would remain Mayor and he 
automatically would become a can- 
didate for re-election. Other can- 
didates would be required to file 
nominating petitions, signed by 
voters. Detroit’s municipal elec- 
tions are on a nonpartisan basis 
and in regular elections there is a 
primary to reduce the candidates 
to two, one of whom must have a 
majority in the final election. In 
an election to replace a recalled 
Mayor, howeyer, there is no pri- 
mary. The office, in such a case 
goes to the candidate receiving a 
plurality. Mayor Bowles was 
elected with a majority of about 
$000 with a comparatively light 
vote, 


IRISH RAIL WORKERS THREATEN 
GENERAL STRIKE AT MIDNIGHT 


DUBLIN, Ireland, July 21.—A 
general strike on the Great South- 
western Railway system, which 


would tie up passenger and freight 
traffic throughout the southern 
and western portions of Ireland, is 
scheduled to begin at midnight to- 
night unless the road yields to the 
demands of its union mploys. 

A rsolution adoptd by railway- 
men in a mas smeeting yesterday 
called for the reinstatement of dis- 
charged workers and urged an im- 
mediate .general strike, but later 
their leaders offered to confer with 
rail executives today, setting mid- 
night as the limit for the gettle- 
ment of their demands. 

The trouble began over efforts of 
employes of the Irish Omnibus Co., 
which is affiliated with the Great 
Southern, to obtain recognition of 
their union. The bus company re- 
fused recognition, saying it was not 
a railroad, and that its"men were 
linked too closely with the rail 
union.
